gram on the battlefield here.

w as struck by one of Epley’s trucks 
operated by R obert E. Snyder, 30, 
W est M iddle street. 
T his afternoon a dam age claim 
was placed on file in th e case se t­ 
ting at $10,000 the dam ages behn 
sought by Crouse. 
C laim ing th a t 
th e accident w’as due entirely to 
Snyder’s 
negligence,

plaintiff 
asks $149.50 for hospital care, $105 
for m edical costs, $1,000 lor loss of 
earnings, $4,000 for future loss ol 
earnings and $4,745 for pain and 
f offering.

struck by the truck as it backed 
tow ard a jiower shovel tow ard w hich 
he was walking. 
Crouse, who was 
said to have been hard of hearing. 
was struck across th e shoulders and 
throw n to the ground, according to 
witnesses. 
One rear wheel of the 
truck th e n passed over his back 
near th e shoulders, 
He suffered a 
crashing injury to his chest, a fra c­ 
ture of th e left arm and o th e r in ­ 
juries and was rushed to th e W ar­ 
ner hospital im m ediately a fte r fel­ 
low w orkm en had pulled him from 
beneath th e truck.

At Service for Pope 


Pope’s Heart To Be 
Entombed With Body 


V atican City. Feb. IO (AP).— 
The h e a rt of Pope Pius X I will 
be entom bed w ith his body and 
not, like the h e a rts of m any 
earlier pontiffs, have a separate 
resting place. 
The custom of rem oving the 
h eart an d o th er internal organs 
of popes on th e ir death and 
placing them in an urn was dis­ 
carded w ith th e death of Leo 
X III in 1903. 
Pius X, L eo s successor, d e­ 
creed th a t his h e a rt was not to 
be rem oved a fte r death, and the 
practice has n o t been revived. 
Urns co n taining th e h earts of 
tw enty-nine popes are sealed in 
the choir w alls of a sm all church 
in the center of Rome, th a t of 
Sts. V incent and A nastasius. 
W hen Piux IX died in 1878, 
the u rn containing his h eart was 
kept a t th e V atican, where he 
him self h ad been confined as a 
voluntary prisoner afte r the loss 
of tem poral power in 1870. 
T he practice of interring the 
h e a rt separately also was fol­ 
lowed in the burial of kings of 
m any countries in bygone tim es 
and in A ustria lasted to the 
n in eteen th century.

When Abraham 
Lincoln was a 
lawyer in Spring­ 
field, Illinois, his annual earnings were 
only $1,500 to $2,000, largely because 
of his low fees. In one of his letters he 
writes: “If the case is as stated I will 
handle the case before the Supreme 
Court for ten dollars." 
Yet Lincoln made regular deposits in 
a local savings bank over a period of 
12 years. He saved one-half of his 
$25,000 salary as President. He left 
an estate valued at $110,974.62—equal 
to $500,000 today.
